On the banks of the Arno, in lordly spiendour, 
lived the Duke De Lorentine, a nobleman of the 
highest rank in aly, celebrated not only as the 
favourite of his prince, but as a man whose ener- 
gy of mind and promptitude of action were weil 
calculated to retneve the runous affairs of his oa. 
tive land. The neighbouring potentates had long 
known the imbecile state of the Italians, and in- 
vadmg them on every quarter, were gradually 
estranging from their puwer and territory, when 
De Lorcntine was summoned to the Council of his 
Prince.—By his judicious cares in the cabinet, and 
iris strenuous exertions in the ficld, the invaders 
of his country were repelled, and peace and pros- 
perity again revisited the fertile plains of Italia. 








Yet while the thasks of his Prince and the grati- 
e of the peopie were showered upon him, 
pile the noble greeted him with honour and the 
vor beheld him with adoration, the dark worm 
of sorrow revelled high in the bosom of De Lo: 
rentine, jaundicing every enjoyment. 

In the chapel of Si. Sepulchre, near the villa 
Lorentine, on the tomb of the Saint to whose ho- 
nour the edifice was erected, burnt a small lamp, 
in the halo of whose hight, the following words were 
distinctly visible 

* Until the lamp which glows dimly on the temb 
of St Sepulchre be extinguishes, the death-star of 
the Lerentincs shull Lear the ascendait,”’ 


Many and repeated exertions were made to ex- 
linguish at, and so sweep the fated judgment from 
the Lorentine family, but in vam, If water was 
thrown upon it, the flame blazed more fiercely, 
and every attempt to smother it proved equaily 
unavailing. 

Of six children, with whom it had pleased Pro- 
vidence to bless the Duke De Lorentine, five had 
been swept off in early youth, while the youngest 
and only survivor, the Lord Ocho, was rapidly 
folowing them to u premature grave. 

With but a faint hope of success, the agonized 
parent caused masses for the recovery uf lis only 
child, to be sole mmuized w every church; on bend. 
ed knees he supplicated the assistance of every 
Saint believed efticient by the Catholic devotee; 
the sacred penitenual hymn to the Virgin swelled 
forth from every uisle of the convent, and the mo- 
nastery, deprecating the judgment of heaven; while 
the bare fected Carmelite and the proud Benedic- 
tme performed their pilgrimages to the shrine of 
our Lady of Loretta—But in vain, 
hourly approached nearer the confines of mortali- 
ty—te beheld the grave cpening before bim, yet 
he felt no pain, it was a general decay of humanity 

At tlus period Italy was visited by « storm, the 
violence and duration of which was tremendous, 
even im that land where they so frequently occur. 
The trees which had stood for ages were torn up 
by the roots and calried on the wind in every di 


Otho daily and 


rection, the orange groves and the forests were in 
an instant stript of their foliage by the rushing 
blast, the rain fell in torrents, and the winds roar- 
ed with a fury which struck terror to the heart of 
every living thing—Although it was noon-day 
when the storm commenced, yet the arch of hea- 
ven became suddeniy as dark as midmight, save 
when the excessively vivid lightning played across 
the horizon, disclosing the desolation of Use world— 
The dome of St Sepulchre was rent asunder by 
the fearful power of the tempest, and the deluying 
rain pour’d immediately on the tomb, but still the 
lamp flickered with unsteady brightness—The 
howling wind rushed up the numerous aisles of 
the courch, but sull the fire burning upon the 
tomb was unextinguished. 

The storm died away in the distance, and the 
sun resumed his station inthe heavens. The fear- 
ful wind was displaced Sy the gemle zephyr, 
which stole gently up the aisle of St. Sepulchre ; 
approaching the fatal place, it played for a moment 
upon it, and the tight suddenly vanished —From 
that moment Otho was restored to health.

af the same nergi beurhood who was my pi- 
lot to this eventful place, on the 25th June, 
1828, told me that it was progressing fast. 
When I was favoured with a view of it, I 
think ithad extended over about two acres. 
On the most elevated part of the hill, the 
earth has sunk about twelve feet perpen- 
dicalar, while on the lower side it has risen 
six or eight feet above the surface. Over 
about one acre, the timber has been pros- 
trated on the ea: th, forming a ruinous ap- 
pearance from its having been thrown in 
every direction. Om the other part some 
of the trees are fallen; whilst the remnant 
are tilted in different directions, with a 
number of cracks of different sizes and 
running various courses.
